ANNIVERSARY  YEAR 

The  1958  season  marks  the  26th,  thus  the  start  of  the  second  quarter-century,  that  the 
Red  Sox  have  operated  under  the  ownership  and  presidency  of  Thomas  A.  Yawkey.  And  it  was 
just  50  years  ago,  in  1908,  that  the  Boston  American  League  entry,  then  seven  years  old, 
officially  adopted  the  nickname  “Red  Sox”.  Previously,  the  club  had  been  known  as  the 
“Americans”,  the  “Pilgrims”,  and  the  “Speed  Boys”,  but  it  has  been  “Red  Sox”  since  that 
time.  The  year  1958  also  marks  the  Golden  Jubilee  of  the  Baseball  Writers'  Association  of 
America  and  of  the  Boston  Chapter  of  that  organization,  whose  members  cover  the  Red  Sox 
for  the  New  England  daily  papers.

HOW  FAR  IS  IT? 


T3  ED  SOX  fans  are  familiar  with 
many  Fenway  Park  measure¬ 
ments. 

It  is  315  feet  from  home  plate  to  the 
fence  down  the  left  field  line ;  390  feet 
to  dead  center  field;  420  feet  to  the 
deep  center  field  corner ;  380  feet  to  the 
deep  point  in  right  field,  and  302  feet 
down  the  right  field  foul  line. 

The  vertical  distance  from  the  field 
to  the  top  of  the  left  field  wall  meas¬ 
ures  37  feet,  2  inches,  and  60  feet,  2 
inches  to  the  top  of  the  screen.  The 
wall  in  front  of  the  bleachers  in  center 
field  is  17  feet  above  ground  level, 
while  the  former  clock  position  at  the 
rear  of  the  bleachers  in  center  field  is 
66  feet  high ;  incidentally,  the  distance 
from  home  plate  to  this  farthermost 
point  in  the  ball  park  is  536  feet. 

In  right  field,  the  fence  in  front  of 
the  bullpen  and  the  turn  of  the  grand¬ 
stand  varies  from  5  feet,  4  inches  to 
3  feet,  6  inches. 

For  night  games,  Fenway  Park  is 
brilliantly  illuminated  by  1120  lights  of 
1500  watts  each  on  the  seven  light 
towers. 

Fans  are  also  familiar  with  most 
standard  baseball  measurements. 

It  is  90  feet  between  each  base 
around  the  diamond,  and  the  basepaths 
are  three  feet  in  width.  From  home 
plate  to  the  pitcher’s  plate  measures 
60  feet,  6  inches.  There  are  127  feet, 
3%  inches  between  home  and  second 
base,  and,  of  course,  the  same  distance 
across  the  diamond  from  first  base  to 
third. 

Home  plate  is  17  inches  across  at  the 
widest  point  of  the  pentagon,  facing 
the  pitcher,  and  each  batter’s  box  is 
six  inches  from  the  side  edges  of  the 
plate.  The  batter’s  boxes,  themselves, 
are  six  feet  long  by  four  feet  wide. 

It  has  often  been  said  that  baseball 
is  a  “game  of  inches”.  Many  of  these 
distances  help  to  make  it  so,  to  make 
so  many  plays  close  plays,  adding  to 
the  thrills  for  the  spectators,  and  mak¬ 
ing  baseball  definitely  the  great  Na¬ 
tional  game.
